9. (currently amended) A computer-readable medium encoded with a computer program 
code for abstracting an electronic document, the medium comprising: 

a first code segment for prompting a user to select at least one abstracted version of the 
electronic document; 

a second code segment for selecting a set of instructions for abstracting the electronic 
documen t wherein the set of imtmctions are particularized to the electronic document : 

a third code segment for creating the abstracted version of the electronic docimient by 
executing the selected set of instructions; and 

a fourth code segment for outputting the abstracted version of the electronic document in 
a predetermined format.

11. (original) The computer-readable meditmi of claim 9, wherein the set of instructions are 
attached to the electronic document.

15. (original) The computer-readable medium of claim 9, wherein the set of instmctions 
comprise instructions for contracting verb clauses.
